Mackenrie and Co. (the ptopriet- 
ors of the Colonial Dispensary), 
and against Tang Hok Ling. their 
employee, ,

Mackenzio & Co. Lid. and the 
assistant, Teng Hok Ling, an 
unregistered person, in respect of 
successive sales by the latter in 
the firm’s shop between 11.30 a.m.

That Mr. Orme 
might know and appreciate his im- 
portance, the fortune-teller, with 
many animated gestures,informed 
his Worship that he was a person 
whose name by reason of his 
profession was a byswood with 
the Chinase throughout the 
This statement brought 
asmile tothe Magistrate's face, 
whether of credulity or otherwise 
is not known. Anyhow, the 
Magistrate accepted his version 
of the affair and sentenced the 
thief to prison for three months,

REVISED TEXT OF 
COVENANT. 


New York, April 3. 

The followipg ig the text of the 
Covenant of the League’ of Nations 
4s it will be presented to the’Plenary 
Session of the Peace Conference on 
Monday afternoon, Apri] 2$:— 

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 

In order to promote international 
co-operation and to achieve inter. 
national peace and security by the 
acceptance’of obligations not to re 
sort to war. by the prescription of 
open, just and honourable relations 
between nations, by the firm estab 


‘| ishment of the cunderstandings of 


international law as to actual rale of 
conduct among Governments and by 
the maintenance of justice and a 
scrupalons respect for all treaty 
obligations in the dealings of organ. 
ized peoples with one another, the 
High Contracting Parties agree to 
this Covenant of the League of 
Nations. . 


” Article IL—The organical members 


of the League of Nations shall be 
those of the signatories which are 
named in the Annex to this Coven- 
ant and also such‘of these other 
States named in the Annex bs shall 


} accede without reservation to this 


Covenant. Such accessions shall be 
effected by a declaration deposited 
with the Secretariat within two 
months of the coming into force of 
the Covenant, and notice thereot 
shall be sent to all other members 
of the League...

After the 
plans shall have been adopted by 
the severa: Governments the limits 
of armaments therein fixed shall net 
be exceeded without the concurrence 
of the Council. The members of the 
League sgree that the manufacture 
by private enterprise of munitions 
and implements of war is open to 
grave objections. The Council shalt 
advise how the evil. effects atten- 
dant upon such manufacture can be 
prevented, regard being paid to the 
necessities of the members of the 
League which are not able to manu- 
facture the munitions and imple 
ments of war necessary for their 
safety. Each State undertakes to 
interchange foll and frank informa- 
tion as to the scale of their arma- 
ments, their military and naval pro 
grammes and the conditions of such 
of their industries as are adaptable 
to warlike purposes. 

Article IN.—A permanest Com- 
mission shall be constituted to 
advise the Council on the execution 
of the provisions of Articles I. and 
YI. and on military and naval! 
questions generally, 

Article X.—The members of the 
League undertake to respect and 
preserve as against externa! aggres- 
sion the territorial integrity and ex- 
isting political independence of all 
members ofthe League. In case of 
any -scch aggression, or in case of 
any threat or danger of such ag- 
gression, the Council shal advise 
upon the means by which this’ obbge- 
tion shallbe falilled. 

Article XIL—Any war or threat of 
war, whether immediately affecting 
any of the members of the, League 
or'not, is hereby declared a matter 
of concern of the whole League, and 
the League shall take any action 
that may be deemed wise and effec- 


tual to safeguard the peace of az-|{ 


tions. In case such emergency 
shonld arise the Secretary-General 
shall, on the reqnest of any member 
of the League, forthwith summon a 
meeting of the Council. It is also 
decided to be the fandamental right 
of each member of the Lesgue to 
bring to the attention of the Assemb- 
ly or of the Council any tireum- 
stances whatever affecting interna- 
tiona] relations which threaten to 
disturb either the peace or the good 
understanding between nations upon 
which peace depends, 

Article XIL—The members of the 
League agree that if there should 
arise between them any dispute like- 
ly to lead to a rupture they will 
submit the matter either to arbitra- 
tion or. to inquiry by the Cotacil.

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JAPAN AND SHANTUNG.

We do notaltogether like the look of the Japanese attitude on 
the Shantung question, as revealed in a message to hand yesterday. 
from Shanghai. That message stated that, based on her twentys- 
one demands end other agreements, Japan is making strong demands 
for her rights in Shantung, and that if these are not conceded she, 
may follow Italy's exarmple and leave the Paris Péace Conference. 
That‘would bea distinety regrettable step, and one, if taken, which 
would suggest that Japan is more concerned with her o¢n gains 
‘than with the attaining ofa lasting world peace. ‘When we rscall 
tha nature of the twenty-one demands, and how, if acceded to, they 
would have meant the surrendering of precious rights by China and 

‘ atthe same time give Japan a strong hold on the Chinese, we 
cannot but feel that the Japanese are going a step too far in again 
basing their policy along those lines. These demands, too, are rather 
in tonfict with the spirit of the League of Nations, to which Japan 
ig a signatory, and the object of which is, inter alia, “to, promote 
international ca-operation.........by the prescription ofopen, just and 
honourable relations between nations.,.......and by the maintenance 
of justice.” IfJapan were prepared to act in that spirit in her 
dealings with China, we should find that the Chinese question would 
be robbed of the greater part of its seriousness and be made 
relatively easy of solution, The whole problem of Shantung, wHere 
the Germans formerly .had more influence than they ever should 


have, is one, on the successful dealing with which, the future peace] B 


of China greatly depends. The fate of Tsingtan is the big bone of 
contention, for whilst Japan would appear anxious to hold,on to it 
at all costs, China naturally wants it retraceded, in accordance 
with the Japanese promise when it was wrested from the Ctermans. 
“The Paris Peace Conference thinks that the best way out of the 
situation is for the five Great Powers temporarily to control Teing-' 
tanand eventually hand itback direct to China. The Peking Gov- 
ernment is now seemingly willing to agree to such an arrange- 
meat, and on those lines the future of.the settlement is being dealt 
with in the peace terms. The message to hand yesterday stated that 
as Britain and France have secret agreements with Japan concern- 
ing Shantung, they may not be able to help China. It would be 
interesting to know what.agreements himder, either the’ British or 
the French from.standing by China inthe maintenance of her rights. 
We know of none, and the best evidence of the ‘Anglo-French 
desire to see China once again in possession of Taingtaa 
is their willingness to agree that the place should - be 
wtaken out of the hands of Japanese, be controlled for the 
time being by the Great Powers, and then. returned to its 
rightful owner, China. What reasonable ground Japan can have 
“for opposing that plan we do not know, and if she really contem-

APPRECIATED LABOUR. 


We are not greatly enamoured 
of statues, andin any case they 
ought only to be erected in 
remembrance of persons. 
thoroughly worthy of such an 
honour, The Unofficial members 
of the Executive and Legislative 
Councils however, have come 
forward with a most admirable 
proposal when they suggest that 
such a public memorial should be 
erected to mark the community's 
appreciation of Sir Henry May's 
work in the Colony. As the 
Memorandum , issued by the 
Unofficial members recalls, Sir, 
Henry spent practically the 
whole of his working life in the 
Colony, and he was the first 
Hoagkong official to attain the 
position of Governor of. the 
Colony.

FRANCE DESIRES TO CHARTER 
‘ MORE SHIPS. « 


Feeling the scarcity of ships, 
the French Government has been 
desirous of chartering more ships, 
and several negotiations were 
opened with Japanese shipowners. 
The rate offered by France is said 


-fto be twenty-two shillings, and, 


considering the special bonuses 
to be distributed to the crews, the 
higher insurance rates, and the 
dearer cost of foodstuffs in 
Europe, the shipowners are not 
willing to charter their ships at 
the above rate. However, it is 
reported that some compromise 
may be effected satisfactory to 
both parties. 


FREIGHTS. 


Messrs. ‘Wheelock and Co.'s 
fortnightly freight market report 
dated April “24, states -—The 
situation in our Homeward

managed permament offices could 
have been adopted throughout 
the services. , 

2. This excess was partly dus 
to the diffeulty of securing 
trained staff and suitable accom- 
modation; but a proporiiun, snd 
in the case of some Departments 
a very substantial proportion, 
must be attributed to overlapping 
between Departments and defect 
ive organisation within each 
Department. 

TREASURY CONTROL. 

. To meet these avoidable defects 
the Committee make the followize 
general recommendations: 

1. Government should. take 
steps ‘b secure a mure careful 
delimitation of the functions of 
Departments retained after ‘the 
wae and of any new Departments 
created in the Future. . 

2, The organisation for dealing 
with staff maiters, both af the 

~ Treasury ‘and ir the other 
Departments, should be streng- 
thened by the creation of a 
Special Fstablisiumeni Branck at 

“the Treasury manned by a 
‘sufficient oumber of picked 
officers under an offcial of ‘high 
rank, ‘and acting as a clearing 
house for information on all staff 
questions, A Standing Com- 
mittee consisting of the establish- 
ment officers in tke: principal 
Departments should be estabish- 
ed for the purpose of advising the 
Treasury. 

Foll Treasury control over the 
staffing of the public service, it is 
recommended, should now be-re- 
sumed. In view of the probable 
extension of the employment of 
women in Government Depari- 
ments, the proposed Establish- 
ment Division of the Treasury 
should include one or more 
women officers. 


Y650,000 FOR CENSORSHIP. 
It is mentioned in the report 
that the institution of the Postal 
Censorship entailed the employ- 
ment of a staff of over 4,000, cost- 
ing on Feb. 1. 1918, over £650,000 
» per: annum. “Although some 
reduction bas been effected since 
the armistice, a large staff must 
be retained so long as the Censor- 

ship is considered necessary.” 


-A carious instdnce of the lack 
of co-ordination inside depart- 
“ments is given in ‘a separate 
report in connection with the 
Admiralty, where some 40 differ- 
ent registries were discovered, 
apart from sub-registries, each 
adopting its own system.
